Wc may misjudge in relation 
to this, but our right to form opinions on such 
subjects, and to express them without beingar- 
raigned before the public as cnlumnintnrs, was 
probably never bcfoie questioned. 

I have never spoken of the M.irror, except in 
connection with such subjects, nor of the editor, 
except in his public capaoiiy, as conductor of a 
public journal. Whether be will succeed by 
such n course as he now pursues, in disarming 
criticism, and recovering his former position in 
pub'ie confidence and esteem, remains to be 
seen. I doubt whether people will forbear to 
form or to express opinions of the influenre of 
public journals, through fear of personal at¬ 
tacks in their columns ; or whether many edi¬ 
tors will follow his example, in attacking pri¬ 
vate citizens, because they differ with them in 
opinion, or deem them unsound on questions of 
public policy.

Western Correspondence. 

. CtNt.isjuTT, O , March J5th, 1853. 

Pro. Willey:—\ have seen nnd heard so 
much that is interesting since my arrival in 
the "Queen City,” that I feel very much in¬ 
clined to trouble you with another one of 
my scrawls. Ciucinnati may well be called 
| one of the wonders of the West. So thought 
I while to-day 1 stood upon “ Observatory 
j Hill,” which overlooks the city and a large 
! "xtent of surrounding country. I could 
• linrdly bring myself to believe, that seventy 
1 years ngo, on the site where wo now see the 
fifth city of the United States, exhibiting all 
the evidences of high civilization, there was 
one unbroken forest, in the midst of which 
appeared a few solitary “mounds,” “rem¬ 
nants of an unknown people”—we look in 
vain for another such a contrast. Those cit¬ 
ies of our country larger in size, and equally 
rapid in growth, are all of older date: non* 
of so recent origin have such strength and 
magnitude. Here we have a truly striking 
example of rapid development from the sav¬ 
age to the civilized stnte. The natural scen¬ 
ery around, bills, river aud plain, are nil as¬ 
sociated, even in the memory of a single 
lifetime, with the extremes of the wild for¬ 
est of the past, nnd the thickly populated 
city of tiie present. I say it hardly seems 
possible that where Cincinnati now stands, 
seventy years ngo there was not even an In¬ 
dian village. The only work < f man seen 
amidst the solitary forest was those myste¬ 
rious mounds and ramparts, which indicated 
a once populous emu try ; hut of whose peo¬ 
ple and character not a remnant nor a tradi¬ 
tion remains. These mysterious mounds nnd 
ramparts were standing in the very heart of 
the present city. One mound stood at the 
corner of Main and Third streets, now the 
most valuable lot iu town. Between Wal¬ 
nut and Race, Third and Fifth streets, was 
one of those circular ramparts or fortifica¬ 
tions so frequently found among the ancient 
remains of the West. 

These works seem to indicate that Cincin¬ 
nati was once before, what it now is, a great 
emporium of some great people, but we ask 
in vniu when that people existed. We know 
that forests have grown upon and taken root 
in their dead bodies; and that the forest hns 
again given place to the city; and upon the 
ruins of these nncient monuments men have 
again built the marts of commerce and the 
abodes of civilization, but over the shadowy 
space between, there hangs an impenetra¬ 
ble void. 

As we walk around the city, the natural 
turn of the ground, the curved hills, the 
flowing river, and even the present streets, 
are all so associated with what was the Ciucin- 
nati of 1780-1800,-and what it now is,that the 
story can be rend as we go. True the an¬ 
cient monuments are obliterated. Of old 
Fort Washington, which was for many years 
the rendezvous of the Army of the West, 
there is not now a trace ; the older swamps 
| on the hills have been swept away; the 
; shades of Deer Creek have faded like fairy 
| dreams, and the graves of the bold pioneers 
are surmounted with the spires of lofty 
churches and splendid marts of merchan¬ 
dize. 

Who can visit Cincinnati at this day, es- 
! pecially if lie is acquainted «ith the history 
| of this part of the country, without finding 
j much to interest and please him? At the 
| South East side of the city we see Mount 
j Adams, upon whose summit stands the Ob- 
servator, having one of the finest telescopes 
| in the world. Upon this very eminence, it is 
| said, “White Eyes,” an Indian chief, con¬ 
cealed ill the foliage of a large oak, used to 
I watch the movements of his enemy in Fort 
j Washington below. 

I The public works of Cincinnati evince a 
j truly euterprizing spirit on the part of the 
: people. The city is supplied with water

Travelers cannot fail to be delighted with 
the aspect of nature and art presented by 
the environs of Cincinnati. The graceful 
curves.Of the surrounding bills, and the gen¬ 
tle windings of the Ohio, have supplied the 
elements of great loveliness of scenery, and 
he who visits the city will scarcely do jus¬ 
tice to himself who does not take an oppor¬ 
tunity to ride over the hills and through the 
villages which surround the plain of the 
city. 

The weather is very fine for this season of 
the year,and business of all kinds brisk.— 
Upon the whole our stay here has been very 
pleasant,.and to-morrow we shall reluctantly 
turn our hack upon the Queen City, and has¬ 
ten bv railroad up the valley of the Miami 
River to Columbus.

Some of the Facts- 

The Mirror seems to have made a war of ex¬ 
termination upon the Congregationalist, pro¬ 
foundly in self-defence. 

A single recent number has as many charges 
as one of Colt's revolvers. Il is almost amusing 
to see hbw adroitly it manages to gel persecut¬ 
ed and gain the sympathy dtte to inj nred inno¬ 
cence and a friend of peace while dealing forth 
deadly threats. Perhaps some men will find 
out at length that the only Way of peace with 
the Mirror is submission—at any rate they must 
not say “progress.” 

I am one of those who thought well of en¬ 
couraging the circulation of the Congregation- 
alist in our State—I think the interests of the 
denomination demanded something of the kind, 
if there were no other reason. 

It has long been understood on all hands, 
that there was a growing dissatisfaction with 
the Mirror. But I apprehended it hasnotbeen 
so well understood wlial the particular grounds 
of objection were. The general impression I 
suppose, to be that it was not quite up to the 
standard of ultra Abolitionists in its opposition 
to slavery—and not quite up to the mark ot 
Borne zealous, if not fanatical temperance men. 

This, so far as I am concerned, is but an im¬ 
perfect view of the objections. If I were called 
upon to state my objections, it would be es¬ 
sentially as follows: 

1. I would premise that much that it has 
said against the extravagances of reformers has 
met my cordial approbation—except that it has 
too often said it in such connections as to excite 
prejudice against men as sound as any others. 

It has been thought by some that its sympa¬ 
thies. were Presbyterian rather than Congre¬ 
gational—but I have not been much troubled 
on this score. Some have questioned its hon¬ 
esty and sincerity. I have no doubt it has been 
sincere in its desire to put down, and keep down 
certain men and measures. But my first ob- 
jectioni and a general one, is,that.it is conserva¬ 
tive to the very verge of stagnation, except in its 
war on the “progressives,” in which it- has 
shown a hearty good w ill, and some “radical” 
tendencies. 

2. As a matter of taste I have not been 
pleased with its self-puffing. There has at 
least been an abundant and, apparently cheer¬ 
ful obedience to the precept ‘ Let another praise 
thee.” If the Mirror is pleased with this or its 
own account it shows a weakness. If it is de¬ 
signed to influence its readers it is not very hon¬ 
orable to them. 

3. I have long felt that Us attitude towards 
slavery, an adrajtted evil,was in the main apol¬ 
ogetic, calculated to Leep all quiet; and this 
with its well know hostility, not only to Gar- 
risonism but to every earnest anti- slavery meas¬ 
ure, has; given it a pro-slavery reputation very 
injurious to the interests of the denomination 
it .is supposed to represent; 50 say nothing of 
its influence in riveting the fetters of the slave. 

4. There has seemed to be a disposition to 
frighten Christians from any practical anti-slave¬ 
ry efforts by leaving it to be inferred from its 
juxtaposition of articles, and insinuations, that 
all such movements led to infidelity. And 
whatever the intention of the Mirror, the result 
has been to give this impression to a large por¬ 
tion of its readers ; and not a few of us have 
suffered very much iu time past by the suspi¬ 
cions that have been excited 

It is not more than a year or two, since a man 
of my acquaintance,a reader of the Mirror,affirm¬ 
ed that up to that time he had supposed that the 
ami-slavery men of this Stale were all Garrison 
men. And many here seemed to feel that . 
though the Mirror was their mind—there was 
no attraction between that and something very 
like the Liberator. 

5. I have an objection to its position on the 
temperance question partly because it is equivo¬ 
cal. But more because its influence is against 
the Maine Law ; but whether its dislike is to 
the law, or to Mr. Dow or both I am not able to 
say. But it is a serious objection in my mind 
to a religious paper, that it secures the sympa¬ 
thy of the enemies rather than of the friends 

of temperance. 

6. Another objection, in my mind to the 
Mirror is that its sympathies in reference to the 
que«tions of the day—and so uniformly on the 
side of, I Will not say of power and • oppression, 
but on the other side from where I find my

cumstances, any evidence at all to the point; 
and I could never be relieved of the impression 
that it was a labored attempt to make its read- 
,, s believe whatit did not believe itself. 1 


On another occasion in order to show the 
hypocrisy of Abolitionists it noticed the fact 
that the people in. a town in Ohio refused to 
have John Randolph's slaves settle among them. 
Just as though became there might be one in 
ten of the people of Ohio Abolitionists, they 
were responsible for the abuse of the colored 
people in a town in which there is nd evidence 
a single one of them resided 

I am not one of those who have been bo deep¬ 
ly impressed with the “weight or sharpness of its 
ponderous broadsword”—yet I have too much 
confidence in its acuteness of perception to sup¬ 
pose it intended fairly to refect the truth in 
these case", and some others 1 could mention. 
You may judge therefore how much confidence 
I have in the honesty of the Mirror, when 
speaking of Abolitionists or any other class of 
people it dislikes, arid lioW much I am edified 
by its editorials of spiritual religion. Admit if 
you please that I am mistaken and wrong in all 
this—yet these are my impressions and until 
they are removed no one can suppose that I 
shall be satisfied with the Mirror as the organ 
of the denomination—or that the importance of 
union in sustaining a home paper will be a suffi¬ 
cient argument to induce me to smother my 
Objections—I am not alone in my views. It 
ought to be understood by all who are interest¬ 
ed that the objections we have against the Mir¬ 
ror are not merely that it fails to come up to 
our opposition to slavery and intemperance.— 
They lie deeper. And it may he understood 
that if our watchmen in Zion think it important 
to have the denomination united in the support 
of a religious paper in the State they must first 
provide a paper somewhat different in its char¬ 
acter. Any attempt to represent us as enemies 
Of religion because we prefer another paper will 
be deemed unjust, and will widen the breach 
which they may desire to heal. “At least so

Who Owns the State of Maine? 

Mr. Editor::— It seems by a late decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United States, that 
many of the hardy and industrious citizens of 
our Stale are threatened with a calamity of the 
most serious nature, both as it regards the 
Inige class of individuals immediately affected 
by it, and also the whole growing interests of 
our State. A suit has been pending in the 
Circuit Court of the United States, by certain 
adventurous Speculators of this State and Mas¬ 
sachusetts, in the name of one Henry Webster 
of England, against Peter Cooper, formerly of 
Pittston, but now of Bowdoinham, to establish 
a claim to certain lands, embracing a very large 
portion of the most flourishing localities in this 
State. A jury trial was had in the case at the 
city of Portland, and, under the ruling of the 
late Judge Woodbury, the verdict wasigiven in 
favor of the defendant; but exceptions being 
filed, and the Supreme Court, as before stated, 
ruling in favor of the exceptions, the verdict of 
the jury was set aside. It now comes back'to 
Portland, in April, for another trial. 

Nothing can be more important to the citi¬ 
zens of this State, at this time, than the result 
of this case. It is not only Mr. Cooper that is 
to feel the effects of this decision, but several 
hundreds, in ease of a decision in favor of the 
plaintiffs, will be turned from their homes, the 
homes of their childhood, to seek an asylum in 
some distant spot. Some of our most flourish¬ 
ing villages have sprung up nn this territory, 
and the business of the state must feel severely 
' the effect of any claim established to any por¬ 
tion of it. 

Were this a claim to convert any portion of 
slave territory to the purposes of freedom and 
equal rights, we should entertain no fears of 
its success; but, judging of the past, we have 
reason to believe that Maine must defend her 
own rights, and expect but little favorable to 
her interests, at the hands of our general Gov¬ 
ernment, in any branch of its administration. 

A meeting of such as may be interested is to 
be held at Augusta, the 12th day of April, 
1853, to consult upon the best course to be pur¬ 
sued in regard to this important oase; and it is 
to be hoped, that all the friends of right and 
justice will eqme up to the work. This claim 
is but a part of a larger one, the Vassal claim, 
waiting the result. 

Mr- Cooper is but a common farmer, and has 
gone to the extent of his means in the defense 
of this oase, in which he is not so much inter¬ 
ested as many others; and he must have a 
prompt response from others at this time, or 
the consequences must be met in some other 
way. He is still disposed to do all he can.— 
Come up, then, good citizens of the Stale, 
come pp to the meeting, and lend the helping 
hand. Say whether our State is to be the fu¬ 
ture abode of free men, or the seat of an aris¬ 
tocratic'rule and an unjust monopoly.

In the Mirror of the 15th is an article which 
requires a notice from us, both for personal and 
public rfeasons.

Liquor.—A very stringent Liquor Law has 
passed the Delaware House of Delegates, 
authorizes manufacturers to sell liquor in quan¬ 
tities of not less than fifteen gallons at any 
time, provided they own the produce from 
which the liquor is manufactured. It also pro¬ 
vides that retailers shall not sell liquor 
nors, and that taVem keepers shall not sell to 
minors or colored persons, and that persons 
once convicted under the law shall be incapa¬ 
ble of being licensed a second time. The price 
of a license is fixed at $100 per annum, to be 
paid for the use of the school fund.

His health lias giv¬ 
en 'way in jail; does he get reparation for 
that ? A Capt. Libby was prosecuted for be¬ 
ing engaged in the Blave trade; he was hur- 
rassetl for two or thee years; his business 
entirely broken up, and lie was ruined by 
this, and the heavy expenses of the suit; lie 
was not proved guilty, or as our willy neigh¬ 
bor chooses to express it, lie was proved in¬ 
nocent; buthe had no compensation, or rep¬ 
aration. What then; will our neighbor go 
for a repeal of the laws against the slave- 
trade ? We do not ask this question by way v

Not 
having the eight cents to pay for it, the no¬ 
ble hearted rumseller took the poor fellow’s 
hat from his head and sent him home to his 
lodgings bare-headed. When remonstrated 
with by the keeper of the Mansion, lie did 
not deny the fact, but justified it. This is a 
shop, the keeper of which was indicted by 
the grand jury at the late term of Court, 
but the indictment was hung up for three or 
four mouths, which period will doubtless be 
well improved by him, iu filching the poor 
sailor’s money, who is unwise enough to 
venture within bis polluted precincts.”— 
This was too much for injured iunocei ce to 
bear, anil N. J. Davis caused Mr. Adams to 
be indicted for libel, and in the defence, that 
self-sacrificing friend of temperance was 
subjected to tnauy indignities, intentionally 
imposed upon him : to great inconvenience 
and to heavy expenses ; and was “ proved 
innocent ” as our neighbor’s phrase is, but 
where was Father Cutnmiugs’ sympathy for 
our brother, on account of this miserable 
attempt to crush him, because he exposed a 
rumseller? Where was his call upon the 
people to repeal the law of libel, under 
which such a thing was done—anti his state¬ 
ment of it as “a hard case : ” and that Mr.
